Replying to your letter of April 24th, I beg 
to state as follows: 


Romuald Traugutt, 1826-1864, was one of the 
leaders of the Polish Insurrection of 1863 against Russia. 
Traugutt assumed command of the Insurrection on April 17th, 
1863, giving fresh force and impetus to the struggle. He 
was arrested by the Russian authorities on April lith, 1864, 
and publicly hanged on the slope of the Warsaw Citadel,with 
three other Polish patriots, on August 5th, 1864. 


He was noted for an unusual strength and nobility 
of character, an inordinate valor and contempt of death, and 
is honored as one of the outstanding heroes of Foland’s 
struggle for independence, 

The year 1863 refers to the year of the rising, 
which is known as the Insurrection of 1863.
